Striking at the high wages paid 
in the business world at the pres- 
ent time, Supt.

He warned the board, however, 
that “every dollar must be spent 
with greatest care and economy” 
and every effcrt be made to use 
as large proportion as possible of 
“the educational dollar’ for edu- 
cation.
